30, 1942. To meet current require­ 
ments, the Federal Surplus Com­ 
modities Corporation will request 
bids from canners for offers for 
comparatively small amounts. 
To make it possible for canners 
to take immediate steps to secure 
the increase in tomato acreage, 
the FSCC proposes to ask canners 
to submit offers at once to deliver 
canned tomatoes after the new 
pack has been completed. Through 
the early acceptance of such of­ 
fers, it is expected that canners 
will be able to arrange, finance, 
and carry out their increased op­ 
erations with a minimum of dif­ 
ficulty. Under the plan, delivery 
can be made within 60 days of 
packing, but bids will also pro­ 
vide for storage after that date 
where facilities are available.

For 
example, the 4.861 major outbreaks 
listed in 1938 were a 30 percent in­ 
crease over the preceding year. In 
1939 there were 6,262 major out­

Then up to June 30, 
1940, there were .7,023 listed major 
outbreaks or a 12 percent increase 
over the preceding year. And these 
increases do not include the untold 
thousands of minor outbreaks which 
were unreportecl. 
A recent survey by the American 
Foundation for Animal Health in a 
representative midwest state reveal­ 
ed that there was an appreciable 
increase in autumn and midwinter 
outbreaks.

GOOD INVESTMENT 
REDUCES RELIEF COSTS 


When cities tak e alarm at in­ 
creased traffic deaths, they de­ 
mand more traffic officers. When 
fire losses mou nt, more 
trained 
firemen are emp loy ed. Hiring add­ 
ed casework ers, to 
hold 
relief 
rolls down, has this imp ortant dif­ 
ference from traffic and fire con­ 
trol,—it p rodu ces almost immedi­ 
ate sav ings to tax p ay ers. Many 
p u blic officials and lay men do not 
lik e the trained “social work ers.” 
The former comp lain, “The social 
work ers do not want to redu ce re­ 
lief rolls becau se they wou ld lose 
their jobs.” This is ju st as sensi­ 
ble as say ing that doctors don’t 
want to cu re their p atients or they 
will lose their p ractice. 
There is also the bu gaboo of t 
the “high ov erhead cost” of re­ 
lief administration. 
Many 
relief 
officers which p ride 
themselv es j 
u p on a low ov erhead cost hav e 
large relief rolls. On the other 
hand, sev eral inv estigations hav e 
shown definitely that an adeq u ate 
staff, with a low “caseload” p er 
inv estigator, does sav e money . 
The Chicago Relief Administra­ 
tion, early in 19 38 condu cted a 
three months’ ex p riment of this 
k ind in one district. The inv esti­ 
gating staff of that district was 
dou bled. This redu ced the av erage 
. “caseload” from 16 9 to 8 0 cases 
p er work er. Following are the re- 
! su its of this ex p eriment: (1) A net 
' sav ings of $14,000 in the district 
[ du ring the three months. (2) A 
redu ction in relief rolls of ten p er 
cent comp ared with an increase of 
elev en p er cent in other districts. 
(3) An av erage of one dollar p er1 
case less in relief allowance than j 
in the other districts. (4) F ou r1 
times as many frau d cases were j 
detected in this district as in oth- ; 
ers. 
The Cincinnati 
Pu blic Relief 
Agency condu cted a similar inv es­ 
tigation du ring six 
months 
in 
19 36 . One grou p of inv estigators 
was 
giv en 
su bstantially 
lower 
“caseloads” than another grou p . 
,They p rodu ced the following re­ 
su lts: Fifty p er cent more cases 
closed p er months for each work er 
with the smaller 
“caseload”; 
a 
shortening of fou r months in the 
av erage du ration of cases on re­ 
lief; and lastly , a sav ing of abou t 
one-third in the refief costs. 
A similar ex p eriment was con-j 
du cted by the Philadelp hia De­ 
p artment of Pu blic Assistance in 
19 38. In tangible money sav ings 
it was discov ered that for ev ery 
one dollar sp ent in additional in­ 
v estigation, 
three 
dollars 
were 
sav ed in relief. One grou p of in­ 
v estigators was giv en a 
“case­ 
load” each of only 70 cases, while 
the 
other 
work ers carried 140 
cases each, which was the av erage 
for the entire city . The case work ­ 
ers with the lighter loads were 
able to see their clients twice as 
often, to reject forty

Thu s it comes abou t that the 
talk ers of the p ast few day s hav e 
fu rnished p lenty of material for 
comment, 
and 
Col. 
Lindbergh 
comes first in the order of deliv ­ 
ery . He does not believ e in war. 
Few do. The right to say as mu ch 
shou ld not be abridged. Yet it is 
no argu ment against war to insist 
that England cannot p ossibly win, 
that the United States is wasting 
her efforts on a lost cau se, and 
that what has hap p ened to • na­ 
tions who p resu med to stand in 
the way of Nazi ambitions is an 
awfu l ex amp le to those who hav e 


a lik e degree of self resp ect, and 
lov e of liberty either in the ab­ 
stract or the concrete. 
The sp reading of fatalism and 
fear shou ld be left to Hitler. It is 
an imp rop er bu siness for those 
who p rofess to hav e no lik ing for 
him and his doctrines. It is dou bly

achiev ements of Col. Lindbergh in 
the p ast hav e giv en him a strong 
fou ndation in the esteem of his 
cou ntry men.

large nu mber of them will be in­

Fu rthermore, no matter how p u re 
his motiv es, his p oint of v iew al­ 
lies him with those whose mo­ 
tiv es are not characterized by a 
lik e degree of p u rity .

VERY day more than 600 farms 
in various parts of this country 
get electric service for the first time 
through lines built by the power 
companies or through funds pro* 
vided by the Rural Electrification 
Administration. Will it prove to be 
a steady, reliable and industrious 
hired hand worth much more than 
its small cost? Or will it turn out 
to be a fitful, undependable and 
sluggish servant whose work is 
needlessly expensive? In the final 
analysis, the answer will depend 
upon one thing—the manner in 
which your farm home and build­ 
ings are wired. 


• Flows Like Water in a Pipe 
When you purchase an automo­ 
bile, a tractor, a plow, a binder or 
almost any other piece of farm 
equipment, you buy a complete and 
self-contained unit that is ready to 
operate at the touch of a starter, 
the tug of a horse or a turn of the 
hard.

Enough circuits, each with the 
correct wire size. 
Special heavy-duty circuits and 
outlets for range, water heater and 
larger motors. 
Sufficient outlets and switfthes 
conveniently placed. 
If these are provided, and good 
appliances are used, your electric 
service will be safe, dependable, 
economical and a source of con­ 
stant satisfaction. 
But, you may say, all I want right 
now are lights, a radio and an elec­ 
tric iron. I can’t afford to completely 
electrify my farm at one time. I’ll 
have to wait until later to buy a 
refrigerator, an automatic water 
system and much other equipment 
I want nnd need.

Stress Good 
Nutrition As 
Defense Need 


Today nutrition authorities are 
stressing the need for guarding the 
national health in carrying on an 
effective program of defense. In 
calling attention to the importance 
of proper food, it is pointed out that 
a survey has revealed that approxi­ 
mately 45 million of our population 
are living below the “safety line” 
of what is considered an adequate 
diet. 
What factors are essential in our 
foods to assure that the diet fully 
meets body needs? Protein is nec­ 
essary to build and repair body 
tissue. There must be vitamins to 
promote growth and protect health, 
and calories to supply heat and 
energy. Minerals, such as iron, cop­ 
per, phosphorus and calcium, are 
needed to build blood, bones and 
teeth. 
Importance of Iron 
In 
considering 
the 
minerals 
needed, medical authorities point 
to the special importance of iron 
as a blood builder. It ranks first 
among the nutritive elements in 
this respect. 
The iron in the body of an aver­ 
age adult is only about the weight 
of a penny, but this element is vital 
to health. Iron enters into the struc­ 
ture of every active body ceil Iron 
is a constituent of the hemoglobin 
or red pigment of the 25 trillion 
or more red blood corpuscles, and 
thus helps to carry oxygen to every 
part of the body. 
Foods rich in iron must be added 
to the diet at six months or earlier 
and continued throughout life, ac­ 
cording to nutrition authorities. 
The adult requires at least 12 milli­ 
grams of iron daily. 
Iron Prevents Anemia 
Lite penalty for an insufficient 
iron supply is a condition known 
as nutritional anemia, character­ 
ized by fatigue, digestive disorders 
and other symptoms. 
As early as 400 to 500 B.C., a 
condition corresponding to anemia 
was described by Hippocrates, the 
Father of Medicine. Menghini an 
Italian, is given credit as the first 
to discover iron in the blood — in 
1747.

Keep 
the body of your house one color, use a contrasting color for tnm , shutters 
and door, etc., but have them all match.
